there was one rvesnlt of the trapsformation
in thoir ense which we shall ocertsioly wit-
nees it New York, When a Cresar or a Bosa
i subgtituted 1or 4 republican farm of gov-
ervioent, the fivst of the line is csrtain to be
an sble man; bnt be is compelled by a law of
his being to eall aronnd him great rascals,
I'he honest men will not serve him or work
with bime.  He bas to reward the rascals too,
whiether they are called senntors, or prefects,
or boys, by allowing them to plander, aud
otherwire wisbebave. He bas, too, in order
to protect thewm in their plander, to corrapt
the eourts, o that attempts to bring thew to
justice shall be froitless, The result is that
the art of adwinstration and interest 1o
pubhic affairs dies out among the best portion
of the conuuity.

There s at this womwentin this city a strong
disposition growing ap among the owners ol
property to hand the whole Government over
1o & Boss aud boysand leave themn to managa
things us they hike, aud pooket o large civil
ligt, in the shape of awards for property
t ken for street opening, on condition that
they give ns, as far a8 ontward appearance
goek, n beiter adominmstration, Graoting all
that 18 elnimed for Boss Tweed, the gnestion
still remaine. Who is to snceeed him?  Tweed
has nttained his present position—it is ussless
to deny it—through audacity and nbility.
But Twecd and Sweeny will both die before
wary years nre  over. They probably
think they will not, bat they will. The
ineviteble hour will come when even “‘pala-
tal warsiors” aod “gorgeous stables” will
fade from their vision, and the Sanday puneh
will no louger tickle their palate, and the
Jobnsonian panegyrios of the World will fall
nubeeded on their ears.  Whet next? Donbt.
lens i pecond Boss will be designated for the
suceession, and will receive the black broad-
vloth aud the dinmond pin of his predecessor,
smid the seclammtion of the bove and the
wiob: but then what kind of wan will ha be?
We ninst remember that Tiberius, and Naro,
aud Culignla, sod Domitian were among the
suceessors of Angostus, The second Boss
will find the mechinery oreated by Tweed
rendy to his hand. The money will flow
in on b in the same way: he will have
the same power of rewarding his ad-
herevts avd filling his pockets, and will he
hable to jost as Dittle interfe ence from the
genersl publie,  Bat snppose him to have all
the first Boss' dishonesty and nns wapnlons-
vess, without any of his talent or ambition:
suppose b to care nothing aboat parks, or
stroets, or sewers, or docks, or abont anything
but champygue aud women., That he will be
enfh a person there is every reason to be-
licve. A line of able Bossss is a thing un-
koown, and 18 mever likely to be seen, be-
canse the sohool which Boss oreatea doss
Ou the con-
trary, it crosbes and banishes it, The arts
it enconrapges arée the arts of intrigne and
trickery snd cheating. Now, what shall we
huve to do if the SBecond Boss should steal
our money withont opsning new streats, or
*taking care” of our parks, or protecting onr
liver or property? Why, exuotly what we
onghit to do now, but what many of our weiri-
zevk shrink from doing, and are basely trying
to find exonkes for not doing—overthrow the
whole Boss system, and find io the edneation
of the voters, and the improvement of their
waterial condition throngh the active exer-
tionus of the wealthy and educated class, the
wesns of building up an administrative sys-
tem which will give ns what the Bosses pro-
nwise to give us, and which will last, as the
Bosses cannot.
